FOIA 2016-0178-F requested textual materials related to the color revolutions in Georgia, 
Ukraine, and the former Soviet Union. 

This FOIA primarily contains routing memoranda, fax cover sheets, draft and final 
correspondence, printed emails, printed news articles, schedules, and internet printouts. 
Correspondence includes letters to President George W. Bush from foreign government 
representatives congratulating the United States on the anniversary of its independence, letters 
from organizations regarding free trade deals with other nations, correspondence to and from

Karl Rove on a wide range of topics, letters from President George W. Bush to President Viktor 
Yushchenko of Ukraine regarding the receipt of a holiday gift basket, a letter to Secretary of 
State Colin Powell from senators in the United States Congress, and draft and final presidential 
messages and letters sent to individuals and organizations. There is a large quantity of 
background material included with the correspondence such as copies of presidential speeches 
used in drafting messages and letters, internet printouts related to the individuals and 
organizations receiving the messages, testimony by Ambassador Daniel Fried before the House 
International Relations Committee on Ukraine, and vetting documents. Additionally, there are 
draft and final versions of talking points and fact sheets, as well as draft and final speeches. 

System of Arrangement 

The materials in FOIA 2016-0178-F are a systematic body of documents responsive to the topic 
of the FOIA. Researchers should consult an archivist about related materials. 

Documents responsive to this FOIA were found in these collection areas - White House Office 
of Records Management (WHORM) Subject Files and Staff Member Office Files. 

WHORM Subject Files are processed at the document level. 

The WHORM Subject File compiled by the White House Office of Records Management is 
comprised of a series of documents assigned a letter/number combination and filed in a subject 
category.

Staff Member Office Files are maintained at the folder level by staff members within their 
individual offices and document all levels of administration activity. 

Staff Member Office Files are processed at the folder level, that is, individual documents are not 
selected and removed from a folder for processing. While this method maintains folder integrity, 
it frequently results in the incidental processing of documents that are not wholly responsive to 
the subject area.
